long as they prevented disease and kep 
people well; and iliat it should be stoppec 
In case of sickness and daring tbe contiim 
alien of It. To some this may seem rather 
wise, and to come rather otherwise. Bat 
the fact is that a physician of Springfield 
Mass., has agreed with about fifty patients 
to give them preventive advice, and keep 


• them safe and sound fer a certain rogalai 


rate of payment, and to forfeit such pay- 
ment during tbe continuance of any ail- 
ment. At the same time Dr. Ogle, in bit 
able paper on "Preventive Medicine," read 
before tbe Medical Association of Manches- 
ter, Eng., advised I bat doctors should bt 
paid on something of the same urlnciple— 
that of prevention; and be regarded, in fact, 
as health officers, witli power l.o make visits, 
Inquiries, etc., without waiting till people 
had become sick. 
Tbe idea seems to be a 


good one, and yet I', has its weak points. 
come families might come lo regard tlicii 
doctor as a sort of inquisitor, since he 
should ask a great many questions, caul give 
a good many warnings and probibilions. 
Be this as it may, it would be a good tbiug 
for doctors themselves if their pay should 
depend on Ihe continued health of tho peo- 
ple, considering Ibtt the latter are now be- 
ginning lo learn the truths of sanitary sci- 
ence, and to avoid In '.Ills way a number of 
ailments for which they formerly called in 
the physician, and.in fact to do without 
him in a great degree. . Aud it is a hopeful 
sign of society as well as a pleasant thing 
for ths great bodv of doctors, that this Chi- 
nese Idea is making itself beard, and tho 
mild system of prevention, coining into 
fashion instead of tlio"short, sharp aud de- 
cisive" mode of tackling a troublesome dis- 
ease, when It has come to a head and 
threaten* to come to worse. 


AN- ASTOUNDING DISCOVERT.—If the 


latent discoveries which tbe eminent philo- 
logist, Or. Rudolf Ji'alb claims to have 
made (lining his linguistic researches in 
South America should prove to he well 
founded, we shall have to interchange the 
titles which we are giving at present lo the 
two hemispheres, America according to 
Dr. F alb's hypothesis, is the "Old World;" 
Europe, Africa and Asia really constitute 
the "New World." We learn from his own 
summary of ills researches, communicated 
to the Jtfeuc Freie Pi ease of Vienna, that 
the language spoken by tho Indians in 
Peru and Bolivia (especially iu Quichua 
and Aimara) exhibit the most astounding 
aflluitcs with tbe Semitic languages, and 
paitlcularly with tho Arabic—in which 
tongue Dr. Falb himself has been skilled 
from Ills boyhood.
